The “ battle o f the ex perts” o v er the 
Safeguard anti-ballistic missile sy stem 
pro po sed by President Nix o n was sangu­ 
inary but o ne-sided.

The so lidest o pinio n, fro m 
Dr. Edward Teller up. do wn o r acro ss 
the bo ard, to o k co gnizance o f the great 
So v iet inv estment in anti-ballistic mis­ 
siles and o f dev elo ping So v iet ability to 
deliv er a nuclear kno cko ut punch with its 
multi-warhead SS-9 ro ckets. This, at least, 
is ho wj I saw it. 
In the debate, mo v eo v er, the Senate 
fo rces o ppo sed to the ABM had no an­ 
swer to the simple summatio n o f the pro - 
ABM fo rces: 
If the administratio n is 
wro ng and we deplo y Safeguard, all that 
is lo st is mo ney ; if the o ppo nents o f ABM 
are wro ng and we do no t deplo y Safe­ 
guard, then the United States faces o ut­ 
right destructio n o r nuclear blackmail. 
No w the “ battle o f the ex perts” has 
abated. In its place, there is the “ battle 
o f the bo o ks.” And here the prepo nderance 
o f strength seems to be o n the anti-ABM 
side. Co ntending are “ USSR v s. USA, the 
ABM and the Changed Strategic Military 
Balance” (pro ) and ‘‘ABM, An Ev alua­ 
tio n” (anti). The pro v o lume is the pro d­ 
uct o f a special American Security Co un­ 
cil co mmittee headed by the No bel Laure­ 
ate, Dr. Willard F. Libby ; Dr. William 
Thaler, o f Geo rgeto wn Univ ersity ; and 
Gen. Nathan F. Twining, fo rmer chair­ 
man o f the J o int Chiefs o f Staff. 
The anti bo o k is edited by Abram 
Chay es, a fo rmer State Department law­ 
y er, and J ero me Wiesner, a peripatetic 
ag’iner and no w pro v o st o f M.I.T. (Mas­ 
sachusetts 
Institute

Techno lo gy ). 
Amo ng tho se co ntributing are such mili­ 
tary and scientific ex perts as fo rmer Am­ 
bassado r Arthur J . Go ldberg, the labo r 
lawy er; Bill Mo y ers, a o ne-time press 
secretary fo r Ly ndo n J o hnso n; Allen S.

Viet Pullo ut fo r Real?

It is still much to o early to make any 
lasting judgment o n whether the with­ 
draw o f 25,000 American so ldiers fro m 
So uth Vietnam, anno unced by President 
Nix o n at his Midway Island co nference 
with President Thieu, is merely the “ to k­ 
en gesture” numero us critics o f the war 
hav e branded it. 


While it is “ to ken” in the sense that it 
represents o nly abo ut 1/22 o f the to tal 
U.S. perso nnel in So uth Vietnam, much 
depends o n what kind o f tro o ps they are. 
No t all the half-millio n-plus Americans 
are fro ntline so ldiers, by any means. Fo r 
ev ery man who activ ely engages with 
the enemy , do zens mo re are required in 
supply and suppo rt ro les. 


If the 25.000 are indeed co mbat tro o ps 
—the President identified them o nly as 
“ the equiv alent o f a co mbat div isio n’’— 
the number is no t as insignificant as it 
might seem at first blush. 


What is ultimately disappo inting in the 
anno uncement, welco me as it is after fo ur 
y ears o f seemingly endless escalatio n and 


deeper and deeper American inv o lv e­ 
ment in the war, is that it was no t pre­ 
sented as the first step 111 a scheduled 
series o f similar withdrawals. 
The President said he wo uld anno unce 
plans fo r further redeplo y ment o f U.S. 
fo rces as decisio ns are made in the fu­ 
ture, but there was no indicatio n o f the 
ho ped-fo r sco pe o r timing o f such rede­ 
plo y ment—say 25,000 tro o ps in August, 
ano ther 25.000 by the end o f the y ear, 
po ssibly a to tal o f 100,000 by the end o f 
19 7 0. 
Until it beco mes unmistakably plain 
to Hano i that So uth Vietnam is definitely 
acquiring the capability to assume an 
increasing share o f its o wn defense, the 
fact that 25,000 American tro o ps are go ­ 
ing ho me is unlikely to hav e any dramat­ 
ic effect o n the pro gress o f the peace ne­ 
go tiatio ns in Paris. 
And until it beco mes clear to Ameri­ 
cans that the 25,000 are the v anguard o f 
500,000 mo re, Midway is unlikely to satis­ 
fy fo r lo ng the still-high ex pectatio ns co n­ 
cerning the new administratio n’s ability 
to find the fo rmula that will end the war*

Security Co uncil study . This do cto ring o f 
do cuments is o f a piece with the rest o f 
the Harper & Ro w ad, which includes 
a co upo n to be mailed in by readers, say ­ 
ing in lo ud capital letters, “ I really be­ 
liev e my family and I will be safe o nce 
v v e pro ceed with the ‘Safeguard’ ABM” 
— “ y es” o r “ no .” 
This is go o d Madiso n Av enue adv er­ 
tising co py , and it sho uld frighten the 
uninfo rmed and the careless. But neither 
the President no r Def. Sec. Laird — no r 
any o ne else, fo r that matter — has stated 
that the Safeguard sy stem will giv e us 
co mplete safety . It is o ne mo re measure 
in o ur defensiv e arsenal. By reducing a 
crucial debate to the absurdity o f “ Do y o u 
hav e bad breath?” techniques, the o ppo ­ 
nents o f the “ Safeguard” sy stem and 
Harper & Ro w cast suspicio n o n their en­ 
tire case.

So me req uire w ater and a 
large o rder o f "elbo w grease.” 
Others are merely applied, left 
to so ak fo r a certain time, then 
cleaned o ff. If the furniture has 
elabo rate mo lding, a q uick rub 
with steel wo o l may be needed 
o n the o rnate areas but the o ld 
veneer sho uld q uickly lift o ff 
It will be a dirty , mucky mess 
so do it so meplace w'here clean­ 
ing up is easy . I find this far 
superio r to scraping even when 
this is po ssible. This way there 
is no chance o f scratching the 
furniture.
